The Lion Twists the Bear’s 
Tail and Makes the Fur 
Fly—Raiding of S o v i e t 
Headquarters Iii London 
Last Week Not To Russia’s 
Liking -The Long Haired 
Levelers of All Govern­ 
ment and Religion Do Not 
Like the Rough Treatment 
Given Them By the Eng­ 
lish—Threaten Boycott. 


The wave of indignation is gather- 
force in Russia as news of the Brit­ 
ish raid on the soviet house in Lon­ 
don spreads thruout the union and is 
finding expression in 
street demon­ 
strations, editorial 
tirades and con­ 
tributed article's taxing the resources 
of the most vitrolic wirters and car­ 
toonists. 
The 
newspopers 
are filled 
with 
resolutions of protest from scores of j 
workers unions, army units and or-. 
ganized bodies of every conceivable ( 
sort, denouncing England, dem anding! 
a commercial boycott and em phasiz-! 
ing the necessity of Russia being pre 
pared to resist by all means British 
aggression. 
Meanwhile the government is la­ 
boring on its note setting forth its 
proposed action, and the note, it is 
announced soon will be handed to the 
' British 
representative 
at Moscow, 
Russia. 
A great demonstration in Moscow 
Sunday, lasting well into the night 
developed minor scrimmages with the 
guards when a mass of students anti 
workers tried to rush the police lines 
in the 
neighborhood of 
the British 
mission. 
Reinforcements and troops 
restored order 
at the expense 
of a 
few minor injuries to the demonstra­ 
tors. 
For some unexplained reason the 
Polish mission 
came in for the at­ 
tention of the marchers, 
who were 
crying out against the Poles as well 
as the British. 
Practically all the morning papers 
carried 
cartoons, 
caricaturing 
the 
British Prime Minister Stanley Bald­ 
win,, Sir Austen Chamberlain and Sir 
William Joyson-Hicks, who are held 
responsible for the raid. One cartoon 
depicted 
the three 
equipped 
with 
burglar kits tiptoeing under the out­ 
spread mantle of a crown figure. An­ 
other showed Joyson-Hicks in the act 
of touching ofYI a cask of gunpowder 
with a torch. 
The papers editorially make refer­ 
ence to alleged forged documents and 
the blow dealt Anglo-Russian com­ 
merce, which it is predicted will be 
diverted 
elsewhere. 
The tenor 
of 
Izvestiyua’s (bolshevik official organ) 
comment is typical of the others. 
It 
declares that the London policy was 
directed by the die-hards, and had 
been pursued so far toward violation 
of the elementary principles of in­ 
ternational agreements and ordinary 
political decency 
that not a single 
fair-minded leader dare justify or de­ 
fend the “insolent Hicks adventure.” 
The paper continues: 
“The soviets 
are not to be tricked by rough pro­ 
vocations. 
While 
deep 
indignation 
pervades 
the mass 
of workers, as 
evidenced by recent demonstrations, 
the soviet government will continue 
to take 
measures to safeguard 
the 
representatoves 
of the country 
to 
which the union is bound by agree­ 
ments, and spare them the indigni­ 
ties to which the agents of the great 
est proletarian 
republic 
have been 
subjected. 
“The moment has arrived when the 
English 
government and 
the bour­ 
geoise circles supporting it must un­ 
derstand that maintenance of the An- 
glo-Russion agreement is not less im­ 
portant to England 
than the soviet 
union. 
If England refuses to take 


steps 
to correct the results 
of the 
violation of that agreement, the only 
alternative is transference of com­ 
mercial transactions elsewhere.” 
The Daily Mail of London Monday 
asserted that documents 
which 
the 
members of the British cabinet Re­ 
gard as of the 
gravest 
importance 
have been found in the soviet house. 
They establish, the 
Mail says, the 
long suspected 
association between 
the operations of Arco?, the company 
controlling Russian exports and im­ 
ports, and the political activities of 
the soviet government, and 
furnish 
new and remarkable evidence of com­ 
munist! propaganda and 
activities in 
Great Britain. 
The 
examination 
of 
the other 
seized documents will 
occupy some 
days, but, says the Mail, the evidence 
already acquired is important enough 
to require the special consideration of 
the cabinet. “Members of the cabinet 
acquainted with 
the nature 
of this 
evidence/’ the paper continued, “are 
of the opinion that it will lead to di­ 
plomatic action and afford convincing 
proof of the necessity of breaking off 
all official relations 
with the soviet 
government. 
“Altho the missing British docu­ 
ment has not been discovered, the con 
tents of other papers found are re­ 
garded as ample justification for the 
raid.”

CARE OF TIRES 
BY CAR OWNERS 


Average Motorist Will Be 
Found Guilty of Neg­ 
lecting Some Detail. 


Most forgotten of all parts of a mo­ 
tor car when they are in good condi­ 
tion, and most blamed when they go 
wrong, 
tires 
plead 
mutely 
for 
a 
driver’s attention. 
If you should ask the average mo­ 
torist whether he takes care of hlB 
Ures, he would probably reply, “Of 
course” ; and yet the chances are that 
he Is neglectful of some detail of tire 
care. 
Three Tire Factors. 
There are only three factors which 
govern the cost per mile of tire opera­ 
tion. 
The first Is the quality of the 
tire, the second, the conditions of op­ 
eration, and the third, the care of the 
tire by the owner. 
In order to cut 
down the cost of tire mileage, all 
three factors must be regarded as Im­ 
portant. 
It Is of no benefit to buy the best 
tires obtainable, put them on your 
car, 
and 
then 
forget 
about 
them. 
Watch for small cuts, bruises, pieces 
of metal or other foreign matter in 
your tires. 
Slight defects such a* 
these, lf unattended to, will cause 
serious trouble 
Proper Inflation of tires is most Im­ 
portant. 
Tires of any size are made 
to hold a definite amount of air under 
pressure. Any certain tire Is designed 
to carry Its prescribed weight only if 
it 
Is 
properly 
inflated. 
Therefore, 
don’t walt until your tires are obvi­ 
ously 
flat 
before 
rein Hating 
them, 
and don’t trust to the “kick’* method 
to toll you whether or not they are 
hard enough. 
Take a pressure read­ 
ing once a week, whether your tires 
seem to need It or not. 
Underinflation 
flexes the tire side-watts too much, 
causing them to break down. 


Care of Balloon Tires. 
Underinflation in a balloon tire Is 
not as noticeable as in cord tires, and 
for this reason, extra care must be 
taken in checking up on balloon tires. 
In this type of tire, it is not neces­ 
sary to use such high pressure as in 
cord tires, but it Is just as important 
to see that you have proper inflation. 
Balloon tires are also often overin­ 
flated. 
This destroys much of their 
power to absorb road shocks. 
Don’t abuse your tires by driving 
in car tracks and deep ruts, or by 
scraping curbstones. 
And don’t for­ 
get that proper care of your tires 
means a saving both bf time and 
money.

Automobile Inspection 
Would Avert Accidents 
Many automobile accidents could be 
eliminated if motorists got Into the 
habit of having their cars inspected 
and overhauled regularly, in the opin­ 
ion of the National Safety council, 
which points out that a great propor­ 
tion of automobile accidents are due 
directly to faulty equipment. 
The following rules also should be 
carefully adhered to by motorists In 
order to cut down the number of un­ 
necessary accidents: 
Brakes should be kept in efficient 
condition at a1! times, and frequent 
tests should be made. 
Chains should be used during Icy 
aud wet weather. 
Number p la te s should be k e p t clean. 
M o to rists should n o t to le ra te n o isy 
mu fliers. 
All cars should he equipped with 
bumpers, as they will lessen damage 
due to collision.

WEST JEFFERSON 
BANK IS CLOSED 


T he commercial Bank of West 
Jefferson, Madison-co, was closed 
Thursday by order of State Bank I 
Superintendent E. H. Blair. 
Overextension of credit and de- ! 
pleted reserves below legal re- j 
quirements, resulting from frozen 
assets, caused the bank’s trouble, 
Blair said. 
The bank had $50,000 capital 
and resources of approximately 
$589,000. 
T. C. Gregg is presi­ 
dent and A. A. Gregg is cashier j 
of the institute, organized Jan. 
31, 1921. 
Agricultural loans which be­ 
came unreliable were the indirect 
cause of the failure of the bank, 
officials of the State Banking De­ 
partment said. 
Inability to rea­ 
lize on the loans caused the over­ 
extension of credit and the delv­ 
ing into reserves, it was stated. 
The bank had between 900 and 
1000 depositors.

Both Red Lady and her sire, Oakwood D.’s Fox, have won the solid gold 
Medal of Merit, the highest award that is offered by the American Jersey 
Cattle club.

A new selection of the Kherson oat 
is being distributed for the first time 
this season to Iowa farmers under the 
name of Iogold. 
It was developed in 
the co-operative experiments of the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture and the Iowa Agricultural ex­ 
periment 
station. 
Iogold 
resulted 
from 
a single 
plant 
of 
Kherson 
selected by Brot L. C. Burnett at 
Ames, Iowa, in 1900. 
After being test­ 
ed in nursery experiments for a few 
years it was considered of sufficient 
promise for advancement to the plat 
experiments, where it has been grown 
continuously to date. 
Outstanding Characters. 
The 
outstanding 
characters 
of 
Ingold are high yielding power, stiff­ 
ness of straw, and resistance to stem 
rust of oats. The average acre yield 
of Iogold is 65.3 bushels as compared 
with 04.3 bushels for Iowor, in the 
nine years for which comparable data 
are available. 
In comparison with 
other important varieties developed 
in the co-operative experiments, it re­ 
sists lodging as well or better than 
the Richland (Iowa No. 105), although 
I 3 or 4 inches taller, and is the equal 
j of lo war in yielding power. In the 
severe stem rust epidemic of 1920, it 
showed less than 2 per cent of rust 
Infection, whereas most other vari­ 
eties showed from 80 to IOO per cent 
of infection. For growing on land 
where lodging and rust usually affect 
oats, it is believed that Iogold will 
prove superior in ability to stand up 
and produce a high average yield. 
Among 21 varieties of oats grown in 
a uniform oat rust nursery in 192G 
at approximately 50 experiment sta­ 
tions in tile United States and Canada, 
Iogold showed the highest degree of 
rust resistant of all varieties. 
Produced for Purpose. 
Iogold was produced for a special 
purpose. 
Richland has been a very 
satisfactory variety for low, rich soils, 
where 
taller 
varieties 
frequently 
lodge, and where rust usually occurs. 
However, it has not been altogether 
satisfactory on the uplands, especially 
on the more worn and thinner soils 
where it has been entirely too short in 
the straw for convenient harvesting 
with a grain binder. 
The Iogold has 
been bred particularly to replace Rich­ 
land under these conditions. It also 
produces an excellent quality of grain. 
The kernel is slightly plumper than 
that of the Richland. Iogold is the 
result of 20 years of breeding, and 
should prove one of the most valuable 
of the Improved varieties developed by 
the Iowa agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion in co-operation with the bureau 
of plant industry of the Department 
of Agriculture. 
There may be some 
slight objection to the yellow color of 
Iogold, but as oats are consumed 
largely on farms, the color is not es­ 
pecially objectionable.

It paid the 
Kaw Valley potato 
growers to grade their wares and 
brand the sacks in which they were 
shipped in 1926, according to E. A. 
Stokdyk of the Kansas State agricul­ 
tural college. 
“From July 6 to August 
21 the bulk of Kaw valley potatoes 
moved to market,” he said. 
‘Sales 
records were obtained on 539 cars 
marketed during this period, or 13.5 
per cent of the Kaw valley potato 
crop. A number of growers were 
marketing U. S. No. I potatoes. These 
outsold 
partly graded 
potatoes SI 
per cfm of the time. Partly graded 
potatoes outsold U. S. No. I only 13 
per cent of the time. This indicates 
that the grower who has his potatoes 
graded and inspected under Federal 
supervision so that they grade U. S. 
No. I has from 80 to 90 chances out 
of every IOO of getting a higher price 
than he would obtain if his potatoes 
were not graded or were only partly 
graded. 
“Selling potatoes in branded sacks 
also paid. 
Branded sacks outsold un­ 
branded sacks for the same grade and 
same method of sale 57 per cent of 
the time. 
Unbranded sacks outsold 
branded sacks for the same grade and 
same method of sale only 34 per cent 
of the time. 
In the remaining 9 per 
cent of instances, returns were ap­ 
proximately the same for branded and 
unbranded potatoes. 
“The experiences of the growers 
Show clearly that grading potatoes 
and using branded sacks pay big re­ 
turns. 
The results hi 1928 indicate 
the progress Kaw valley growers have 
made in the last six years. Practical­ 
ly all of the improvement has come 
In that time which marks the period 
during which the Kaw Valley Potato 
Growers’ association has been func­ 
tioning.”

Proper Feed for Brood 
Sows Before Farrowing 
Proper teed before and after far­ 
rowing will have a great deal of effect 
upon the size and vigor of the litters 
raised this spring.
